Last Saturday the Gazette published a 


portion of an article written by Mr. E. G' 
Fifield, of this city, and sent to .the Pio- 
neer Society, o£ Jefferson county. 
Tho 


Jefferson County Union published only 
tt portion—tho last—which we supposed 
was the whole. 
Mr. Fifield now fur- 


nishes us tbe omitted or first part of tbe 
paper, which our readers will liml inter- 
esting, as it details Rome ot the events in 
the lives of our early pioneers; 


On tbo 15th of May, 1837, at the ago of 


twenty years, 1 joined a party of eleven 
persons, consisting of men, women and 
children, in tho state of Vermont, bound 
for the Eook River valley, in tbe territo- 
ry of Wisconsin. ; 


We traveled by stage to Burlington, 


Vermont; by steamer to Whitehall, Naw 
York; by linoboat on tbe Northern cnunl, 
to Xroy; by lineboat ou the Erie cnunl to 
Buffalo; by steamboat to Detroit, ftlioli. 
At Detroit thero was but one bunt going 
around the lakes for several days. 
Thin 


was a sailboat and lay out iu tbe rivor 
waiting tor favorable windp, uud so heav- 
ily laden that not another passenger or a 
pound of freight could bo [taken aboard. 
Mr. E. JP. Sawyer, who bad charge of the 
women and children of the party, hired 
a common lumber wagon and team to 
make the trip across Michigan to St. 
Jostpli, a distance of ISO miles. We 
young men ot tbe party mado the trip on 
foot, keeping up with tbo team. 


At St. Joseph we took [a small sailing 


vessel to Chicago; spent one night at the 
best hotel ive could find. Tho ladies and 
children were provided with rooms add 
bods, tho men slept on tho floor on Indian 
blanfcets, We took a schooner at Chica- 
go for Milwaukee, and arrived there June 
lltb, having been twenty-sis days on our 
journey. 


We were landed near a hotel on tbe 


beach, and (there in the barroom H. K. 
Wells, a prominent lawyer of the village, 
was pleading a law case. 


In strolling about tho village Hr. Saw- 


yer, the leader of tbe party, was offered a 
building lot and small frame house on 
East Water street for S450, opposite Lud- 
dington's oldjcorner. Old settlers will re" 
member the location- Ho thought tbe 
price too high and did not buy, ttongb 
he had the money to invest. 


Mrs. Brown, of our parly, expected to 


have met her son, Mr. E. G. Darling, in 
Milwaukee, bnt learned on arriving there 
that ho was fifty miles in the country, 
building a sawmill for tbo Milwaukee * 
Rock B/.ver L&ud company ut Bark river. 
now Hebron, Jefferson county. 1 was 


a committee of one to walk ont 


who was going to JefTaraon to W6rk ofl a 
claim, proposed to tska the job with me 
and I consented, not expecting it would 
keep mo but a day from my work, by 
being out one night. We started on 
our trip, found tho rirer very crooked 
and sluggish, worked until after rnid- 
nigh' aQd found ourselves about a mile 
asove our landing place. We then went 
ashore and .stayed until daylight. We 
attempted to kindle a fire with the aid of 
! matches, bat failed, as everything' was 


• wet from the rains which, fell in tbe 


afternoon and evening. We found a 
large leaning tree which protected us 
some .?hat from tbe ram. I proposed to 
try and sleep some, but Mr. liraymtn 
said the wolves might tome along and 
pick us up, I sat under tho tree and 
slept aprae, while Mr. Braymen watched 
for wolves. At daylight we ran the lum- 
ber down and hitched it up as agreed 
upon, 


Near our landing was ludian hill, so 


called by early settlers; it was where 
Black Bawk aad tribe had u village dur- 
ing Dluck Hawk war. 
There was an 


nrnly trail wast to 3?t. Atkinson and an 
Indian trflil running nenrly south. 
Mr. 


Brnyman and 1 separated, after taking a 
scanty nieuljCf bread aad pork, be to go 
to Dia claim above Jefferson, and I to re- 
turn to tho mill. Mr. Brayman tools the 
wrong trail which cost bim about ten 
miles extra tiavel. 
After rowing my 


bout several miles up the river, I landed 
to.rost, drawing the boat, a littln out of 
wstor, there being nothing to tie to. 
After walking abou; a few minutes I re- 
turned to my landing. The wind bad 
blown iu the stern of' the boat, rocking 
ai;d loosening ir,. aad blowing it ten or 
twelve rod« acrrma the channel in'.othe 
wild nut, JoHvii,^' ujo on the opponitc 
side from name. The water was ten llset 
ileep and 1 c-jnld not swim. 
My lirst 


thought wns to plunge in, and attempt to 
regain my boat, but I knew if I failed I 
should drown. 1 concluded to try and 
strike south to Whitewater prairie, 
where tbe men were shantying who 
owned the lumber, some six miles dis- 
tant. It was a cloudy, rainy day, and I 
bad no compass or guide, and waa in 
what ia culled the Bark river maish. 
After traveling a while I htrnck some 
pony tracks; fl thought I would follow 
them out of the marsh. After traveling 
aorne distance I came to a pond of water; 
the tracks went to tho left of the pond, 
End I thought out of my direction, so I 
loft them and went to tho right. 
After 


traveling a long time in the marsh, I 
struck pony tracks again. Soon after I 
saw a man's track in the mud. I felt 
greatly encouraged at seeing.the track, as 
L knew it was not an Indian's for it waa 
not made by a moccasin. 
I soon dis- 


covered that it was my OWE track and tho 
same pond of water was before me. I 
now realize:! that I was lost, and had 
beeu traveling in a Circle. I determined 
to follow the pony traclis until I found 
ths Indian riders or came to a wLite set- 
tlement. About dark I got off the marsh 
and struck im Icditm trail in the White- 
water Bluffs. 


I climbed tLe higbef t blnff, but could 


see no trace o' wlme men; it was getting 
dark; I came to B wl'ito oak tree top, 
blown down, with the li-aves on; I broke 
off leaves and madu a littlo place to creep 
into; gathered some leaves to sleep on, 
and stopped_ for tho night. I had a few 
orabapples in my pocket, and being very 
hungry and thirsty, chewed them and 
swallowed the juice. This wan all I had 
to eat or drink that night. 
As I was 


very warm from tho severe eierciee of 
traveling, my clothing very wet it hav- 
ing rained several times during tbe day, 
I soon became chilled, and suffered very 
ranch' both physically and mentally. I 
was unable to sleep, and became sort of 
delenoiis, and imagined daylight would 
never come again. I thoi

crept out, and started on my trail. After 
travelme two hours, I came out on to 
Jiagle Prairie, found a big bouao and 
family in it, and got some breakfast. 
I 


was told tho best way to get homo was 
to oross tbo prairie to a houee.then cross 
North prairie, thence west, to the Kark 
river trail, which would be a distance of 
thirty miles to reaoh home. I followed 
directions and reached Curtis and Oudh- 
man's shanty, five miles from home about 
two hours after dark, so badly chafed 
and exhausted I could scarcely stand. It 
having rained very hard that afternoon 
my clothes were very wet. I had to take my 
cbaacoH with four others, sleeping on 
marsh hay with two Indian blankets for 
covering. The next morning I walked 
(roMly dragged) myself homo, taking 
three hours to walk the five miles. I can 
very truly say that I eiperienoed more 
real Buffering on that trip than at all 
other limes in my pioueer life, 


During the season of lS37,'.lumber WPB 


taken to Ft. Atkinson; a ecow boat, for 
ftrryiug aoross tbo river was built at 
Janesville, I believe tho same season. 
Our nearest postofGce was at Milwaukee; 
all provisions had to come from Milwau- 
kee or the south; pork at Milwaukee

A small one 
was in tho habit of sticking his foot 
through a crack in tbo cook room at 


tha pnrty. I was directed to follow tho 
blazed line nnd -wagon tracks through tho 
Milwaukee wooda to Prairie Village, 
since Prairieville, now jWankeshn, ond 
tben inquire for tho Bark nvor trail. I 
followed diroctiuns and in duo timooamo 
in sight ol o email prairie and to a double 
log house, built of tamarao logs. I in- 
quired of n raanltlio distance to Prairie 
Village. He Baid I was in the village. I 
inquired tor tbe .Bark river trail nnd n 
good plaoe to stay over night. He Baici 
the next house was about a mile farther 
on, bnt thero was no other house until J 
reached Bark river, a distance o£ thirty 
miles. I fitoppod over night at tho next 
house, and started .the ^following morn 
inf? ou Imy thirty mile tramp.

me, a man on an Indian pony, apparently 
hurrying to overtake me.

It proved to be 
Sheriff Aldnch, of Milwaukea county, 
goirg to Bark Elver on business.

waukee county then extended to Book 
river. Ee had been told, a young man 
was on the same trail, and ho was hurry- 
ing to overtake me, so 'that he might 
have company. It occurred to me as 
quite a novel idea, for a man on horse- 
baok to seek the company ot a man on 
foot, tor a twenty-five mile tramp, 
Aa 


he seemed to be a iolly, good fellow, ami 
i had nothing to lose.l awaited results. 
After chatting awhile my man acquaint- 
ance said, "Now we will try tho game 
called ride and tie. You Into the pony, 
and put him through on a canter for a 
mile or so; then tie, and walk on; I will 
do the same overtaking and passing 
you." Hiked tbe.idea extremely well, 
and we pract'ped it tbe remainder of tho 
journey, arriving at tho mill about three 
o'clock. We spent the rest ot tho after- 
noon fishing below the dam, where thou- 
sands of fish were anxiously trying to 
ascend the dam, but could not. My new 
friend roturned to Milwaukee tho next 
morning, and I Lave never seen him 
since. 


I now found myself a thousand miles 


from home nnd relatives, a green Ver- 
mont boy, with 82 50 in my pocket, and 
owing a note of $42, in Vermont, which I 
borrowed to go west with. 
Jt cost one 


dollar a day to;live on bread and pork. 
Mr. 
JJarlicg was about to start 
to 


Milwaukee to get hia relatives. 1 ap- 
plied to him for work. He said, "Aly 
mill is all ready to run; my choppers are 
all engaged; I laok an ox teamster to 
drive a four-ox team, to stock my mill 
with logs. 
It BIS a Hoosier team, and j 


hard to manage; if you want tho job you ! 
can have it." I accepted the offer; yoked 
up the team the next morning, with a lit- 
tle help, and drove it for about ten 
mouths.

river iu Wisconsin, there waa not a 
frame house in the valley, unless there 
was one at Beloit. There was not a 
bridge across Eook river iu Wisconsin, 
and i think not a ferry established. .Out 
of the first ltimb_er sawed a house was 
built for tho family and mill hands. Tbe 
family up to this time had lived in a 
small log shanty.J and the mill bunds 
slept under a shed built of split 1'igs. 
Next a scow was built by E. G. Darling, 
loaded witu lumber, floated down Bark 
river and up Book river to Jefferson, to 
be used in building a house for tho aoia-, 
pany on their [claim. Soon after this, I i •,,....,, 
;hink in June or July of 1S37, Janes, of i ur"™« 
Janesville, came up and bought G thous- 
and feet of lumber, for which ho paid C 
twenty dollar gold pieces. The Jumber 
was green and heavy, and one cut was 
sunk and nearly lost; ho ran tba rest 
downjto Thiebeaa's point, on tbe east side 
[Jake Koahfconong, l.oot [;t ont of the 
water, drew it to Janesville and bsilt n 
building on South Main street, as since 
platted. About this 11123 t Dr. Brewer 
and a Mr. Hamilton, from 
Wjjjjpmuter 


prairie, bought lumber to take down 
here. Tney put it in cribs and tnen 
offered ten .dolltro to get it Hooted down 
;o the forte of the Bsrk and Whitewater 
•ivers, A Mr. Braymen, a miff baud, 


night and stealing pork rinds saved for 
soap grease. A trap was set, he put his 
foot in it nnd lost his life. 


During that year I drove an oi-team 


to Milwaukee several times to get loads 
of provisions. 
Largo gray wolves fol- 


lowed on tho trail and howled after me, 
but 1 had no fear as they were very shy,
